Mast. Tt is reeatled that 
ubout two omontha age 
President Eisenhower con. 
aldered sending = General 
Douglas MacArthur on oan 
offeial Par Eastern tour te 
review the military nnd 
diplomatic situathon but it 
was reported that largely due 
to the objections of the 
Japanese Premier, Mr 
Yoshida, on political 
grounds, this visit was can- 
celled, Mr Wilson's forth- 
coming lour may well be the 
nequel to this earlier plan 
which has received added 
significance in recent weeks 
because of the worsening 
situation in Indo-China and 
the apparent failure of the 
Geneva conference to solve 
the two outstanding problema 
of the moment, At present 
Mr Wilson has at least two 
duties to perform; one is to 
nttend — the inauguration 
ceremony of President 
Chiang Kai-shek nt) Tarpel 
and the other, to confer with 
officinia of the Philippines 
Government on the Indo- 
China situation under the 
terms of the Philippines- 
United States Tout aah 
defence treaty.

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He itinerary announced by 
Washington shows that 
Mr Wilson will be making 
the “traditional” tour of 
most United States 
politicians, statesmen, 
special emissaries and 
othersa—chlefly tu areas of 
American influence where 
United States forces are 
stationed or Far Eastern 
countries which are 
receiving large amounts of 
military nid. The territories 
to be visited are Japan, 
Korea, Formosa, Okinawa, 
Manila, Hawaii and Hong- 
kong. Had Mr Wilson’s tour 
been associated jn any way 
with the formation of the so- 
called PATO it is likely -he 
would have visited Indo- 
China, Malaya, Auatralioa 
und ~New Zealand) Mr 
Wilson’s visit to Koren and 
Japan may be associated 
with the gradual with- 
drawal of American forces 
from thorae — nreus. 
Formosan, he may discuss 
America’s military oid 
programme to the Chinese 
Nationalist Government. 
Another indication — that 
the tour is in no way 
portentous is that Mrs 
Wilson is accompanying the 
Defence Secretary. Tho 
visit is therefore probably 
no more than “routine” and 
following Mr WiJron's. clash 
with Congress ovor his. 
frankness in hia statements 
to the Press, it is very 
doubtful whether ho will 
provide us . with any 
iNuminating news. As far 
nas Hongkong is concerned

Washington, May 12. 

The Army counsellor, Mr 
John Adams, swore under 
oath today that Mr Roy 
Cohn threatened to “wreck 
the Army” and have the 
Army Secretary, Mr Robert 
Stevens, fired if his drafted 
friend, Private G. David 
Schine, was sent overseas. 

Mr Adamy alse testified that 
“pressure oon behalf of Sehine 
became so great he requested a 
White Howse conference at 
which the presidential assistant, 
Mr Sherman Adims, suggested 
that be compile a written record 
of the Army's row with Senater 
Joseph MeCarthy 

The Wirte House had no com 
ment on Mr Adamoy' testimony. 

Testiying on the ith day of 
the televised = Army-MeCarthy 
hearings, the Army counsel re- 
counted a long series of incidents 
and swore under oath to the 
most serous allegations ino the 
formal Army charges Uhat 
Senator McCarthy, Mr Cohn 
and Me Francis Carr, Senator 
MeCarthy's Sta? Director, used 
“improper means’ to obtain 
favoured treatment for Private 
Schine, formerly unpald = Me- 
Carthy consultant, ‘ 

Senne MeCarthy and Mr 
Cohn counter-charged that the 
Amny used Schine as a “host- 
age’ in an effort to gel them lo 
eal! af thelr investigation — of 
elleged Communists at the Fort 
Monmouth, New Jersey, tadar 
centre, Mr Adams will be sub-

Mr Adams testified that most 
of the pressure came from Cohn, 
with Cner playing a lesser role.

PRICE TOO AGH. - 

Most observers here agreed 
that the Vietnam plan sect. far 
too high a price for ptac tn 
demanding political and mill- 
tury subservience of the rebels 
to the head of the state they 
were fighting. 

Its terms ure much tougher 
thin those set by M. Bidault, of 
France, who called on Saturday 
for an internationally -controlled 
armistice pending a political 
setticmiat, M, Bidault proposed 
a rebel withdrawal from Laos 
and Cambodia, and the re- 
grouping of opposing forces In 
Vietnam in areas to be specified, 

M. Dinh said the elght-point 
plan submitted by Pham Van 
Dong, Vietminh Deputy Premier, 
on Monday did not constitute 
“a serious basis for discussion.” 

The rebel plan—backed today 
by Mr Chou En Lal, Chinese 
Communist Prime Minister and 
Forelgn Minister — demands 
recognition of the three Indo- 
China territories and elections 
In cach organised jointly by the 
Governments and rebel move- 
ments, It also proposed similar 
supervision of the armistice, 
which would follow a ceasefire. 

Cambodia urged the con 
ference to decide on a ceasecfirn 
even ‘before examining other 
questions on restoring of peace, 

Poc Thicun, spokesman for 
the Cambodian delegation, reud 
to the conference @ cuble re- 
lating the alleged  assassinaldon 
by the Vietminh of a Sub- 
Prefect and several other 
peorie, including a priest, near 

m Penh on May 10. This 
occurred while tho Victminh at 
Genova wero urging the 
cessation of hostilities and 
posing as the protectors of 
Cambodia, he sald.

Full Independence Granted 


Secret Details Of 
Franco-Vietnam 
Treaty Disclosed 


: Geneva, May 12. 

The hitherto secret texts of the proposed 
treaties of independence and association between 
Vietnam and France were disclosed in his speech 
at the Indo-China peace talks today by Vietnam 
Foreign Minister, Nguyen Quoc Dinh, 

The treaties were mentioned in a joint de- 
claration signed in Paris between France and 
Vietnam on April 28. This declaration said the 
two countries agreed to establish mutual relations 
on the basis of two treaties — one to recognise the 
full independence and sovereignty of Vietnam, the 
other to establish French-Vietnamese association 


The toxts had never been published. Domestic 
political complications in France have dolayed signa- 
ture pending simultancous adoption of conventions 
guarantecing French nationals cconomic and cultural 
rights. 


Tho following are the lexts of 
the two Ueaties, 

Treaty of Independence: 

1, France recognises Vietnam

RUSHCHEV MAY BE 
LDING AN EMPIRE

HE Soviet Government 

| recently made an 
A. oextraordinary diploma- 
tic appointment in sending 
Nikolai Aleksandrovich 
Mikhailov, First Secretary 
of the Moscow Communist 
Party, as Ambassador to 
Warsaw. 


Mikhailov went to the 
Polish capital as early as 
March 9, 1954, but he was 
then only a member of the 
Soviet delegation which at- 
tended the second Congress 
of the Polish Communist 
Party. Whether his diplo- 
matic mission to Warsaw 
had then been decided or 
whether the decision was 
made later in the light of 


the proceedings of the 
Polish Congress remains, of 
course, an open question. 

It is certain, however, 
that the many shortcom- 
ings in the Polish Com- 
munist Party revealed 
during the Congress must 
have provided a strong 
additional reason for send- 
ing to Poland a powerful 
member of the Soviet 
hierarchy who could assist 
the Polish Communists in 
keeping order in their own 
house.

Two Overlords 


To help the Polish Communist 
Party in overcoming its short- 
comings and carrying out Its 
new tasks, Mikhailov is obviously 
the mam, He has proved himself 
a first-class onganiscr, at first os 
Secretary-General of the Young 
Communist Lengue (Komsonwl) 
whlch he led = for many years, 
and more recently as chief of 
the largest single organisation 
within the Soviet Communist 
Party — the Moscow Party 
branch, So, In future, there 
will be two Soviet overlords in 
Poland-—Marshal Rokossovsky, 
tmported as carly as 1949 and 
Mikhalloy, 


That a Party man Instead of 
a diplomatist should have been 
sent to Warsaw ja not In itself 
surprising. It has been a 
practice of Stalin's successors to 
appoint Party officials to am- 
bassadorlal posts in satellite 
countries, 

Firyubin, ao 
former Third Sceretary of the 
Moscow Communist City Com- 
mittee, was sent in Jonuary 1054 
as Ambassador to Prague. The 
new Sovict Ambassador to 


Rumania, Motntkovy, ls the former 
Ukroinian Party Sccretary, and 
Mikhallov's predecessor in 
Warsaw, Popov is also a party 
official, But none of these men, 
at the time of thelr diplomatic 
appointments, had held such top- 
ranking puaitions in the Soviet 
hicrarchy as Mikhailov. 

The importance of Mikhallov's 
transformation from a Party 
chief Into an ambassador does 
not rest there, however, -It also 
throws new light on the activi- 
ties of Nikita Khrushchev, tho 
Sevict Communist Party’s First 
Sceretary. 


Khrushchev went to Warsaw 
with Mikhailov, officially to 
lead the Soviet delagution to the 
Communist Congress. But he Is 
also closely linked with other 
newly - appointed Soviet oam- 
bassdors in satellite Europe. The 
Ambassador to Rumunia, Leonid 
Melnikov, for Instance, owed his 
entire political career to 
Khrushchev, Khrushchev first 
took Melnikov into the Ukrainian 
Party Seerctariat and then, In 
December 1049, made him his 
successor as the Ukrainian 
Porty's First Secretary. 


No Sense 


Being ambassadors, the Mik- 
hailovs, Melnikoys and Firyubins 
ore, of course, from the formal 
point of view under the orders 
of Molotov, chief of the Sovict 
Foreign Office, end stil the 
second man  in_ the Soviet 
hierarchy after Malenkoy. But 
in the present situation, when 
Saviet diplomats in Eastern 
Europe seem to bo accredited to 
partics rather than to States, 
this formality makes sense no 
longer. 

It atands to reason that Mik- 
hallov) = oand Melnikov owe 
primary allegiance to thelr 


former boss, Khrushchev, even 
though they figure in the 
Sovict diplomatic list. 

This successful = invasion of 
Molotov's department by 
Khrushchev jig not a mere 
personal gain which onc Soviet 
lender scores over another, It ls 
new evidence that absorption of 
the satellite countries by the 
Soviet Colossus hos made 
further progress, Sovict satellite 
relations are more and moro 
ceasing to be part of Sovict 
foreign affatrs, and are therefore 
now more appropriately handled 
by the head of the Soviet Party 
Sceretariat. 


Closed World 


Independent of this soclologi- 
cal process, there exists, of 
course, the problem of 
Khrushchev’s position. A year 
ayo it was probably generally 
agreed among Sovict Icaders not 
to revive the Party Sceretariat 
in Its old glory and not to make 
the new Sceretary all-powerful. 
But whether they really 
succeeded In reducing the power 
of the Secretariat and of its 
head jn favour of so-called 
“collective leadership” is an- 
other matter, 


It has been generally noticed ° 
abroad, and not without surprise, 
that Khrushchev, and not 
Malenkov, has appeared as the 
chief speaker on Soviot Russia's 
main problem — the crisis In 
agriculture and livestock breed- 
ing. This may be a symbol of 
the growing Influence — and 
prestige of the new Party 
Secretary, but it could also bo 
duc to the reluctance ’ of the 
other Party leaders to shoulder 
the responsibility for a gigantic 
failure in Soviet policy.

Judgment 


An appeal against the decision of Mr Justice 
J. R. Gregg who gave judgment for respondents 
in their claim for the return of deposit of $10,050 
in connection with an alleged breach of contract 
for the sale of 50 bales of Italian cotton yarn, was 


brought before the Full 


Court, comprising the 


Puisne Judge, Mr Justice C. W. Reece, and the 
Acting Puisne Judge, Mr Justice J. Reynolds, this 


morning. 


Appellants were — the Metro- 
politan Truding Co. of 50) 
Bonk of Chinn Bullding who 
were represented by Mr Brook 
A. Bernacchi, instructed by Mr 
S. Ne Quinn of Brutton and 
Company. 

Respondents were the Tong 
Seng Co., of 336 Wang Hing 
Bullding for whom Mr 8. V. 
Gittins, iastructed by Messrs 
Hastings and Company appeared. 

Mr Bernacent tid the appeal 
was confined to one polnt and 
tint) was  potnt raised in 
peragraph 7 of the Defence. 

Counsel asked = the Court 
look at the claim = which was 
for $10,050 being deposit pald 
by the respondents to the ap- 
pellants under a certain con- 
tract whereby the uppellants 
agreed to sell to the respond- 
ents 50 bales of Italian cotton 
yarn upon condition, that the 
goods were to be shipped from 
an Itallan port on or before 
October 15, 1952. Appellants 
failed to effect shipment before 
this date and respondents in 
consequence cancelled the sald 
contract and requested the re- 
turn of the deposit. , 

Paragraph 7 of the Defence, 
which Counsel next rend, stated 
that respondents wrongfully re- 
pudiated the contract nt a time 
prior to that on which they 
could expect delivery of tho 
goods even if shipped on or 
before October 15, 1952, and by 
their wrongful repudiation 
waived and relieved the appel- 
lants from their obligation to 
tender goods In accordance with 
the contract terms. 

TIME THE ESSENCE 

Counsel said that he was going 
te accept the Trial Judge's 
finding of fact that time was of 
the essence of the contract, 

The contract was for delivery 
In Hongkong of goods us 
described thercin and such 
goods were goods which had to 
be shipped on or before Octo~ 
ber 15, 1952, from an Italian 
port. Counsel’s case was that 
when one got a clause in the 
contract like that for delivery 
of goods Jn Hongkong relatin 
to shipment, that was for mos 
purposes a clouse descriptive of 
the goods. Nine times out of 
10 the vendor was not the ship- 
per — he might himself be a 
buyer — so that it did not mean 
that the vendor himself would 
have to ship, Counsel argued. 

What {t did mean was that 
he must tender the goods which 
had been shipped from an 
Italian port on or before Octo- 
ber 15, 1952. 

After citing o case, Counsel 
said that his reason for doing sv 
was colely to illustrate the point 
that his clients’ sole Mability 
under the contract—and acocpt- 
ing the finding of fact of the 
Trial Judge that timo was of 
the essenco of the contract— 
was to provide 50 bales of Itallan 
cotton, yarns which had been 
shipped from an Itallan port on 
or before October 15, 1952. 

CANCELLED CONTRACT
